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MUNICIPALITIES DISCUSS 
HIGHWAY LIABILITIES 


Organizer Returns 


Districts of Royal, Dinton, Bow Vel- 
ley. Marquis, Harmony and Little 
Bow Confer 

A combined meeting of represen¬ 
tatives from the Municipalities of 
Royal, Dinton, Bow Valley, Marquis, 
Harmony and Little Bow mot at Vul-. 
can recently to discuss the problem 
of liability in connection with high¬ 
way construction agreements. 

E. L.. Gray, Deputy Minister of 
Municipal Affairs, was present, and 
Sam Brown of Blackie, was elected 
as chairman, with D. D. McQueen, 
secretary. 

In explanation of the meeting, Mr. 
Brown pointed out that municipal 
districts were under heavy obligation 
to the government on account of high 
way construction agreements, and 
that adverse conditions and other 
uncontrollable forces had made it 
impossible to make payments as 
agreed upon. The meeting was for 
the purpose of obtaining some relief 
if possible. 

Mr. Bird (Dinton) said that in his 
opinion the Councils had no power at 
the time the agreements were made 
to enter into these agreements, and 
pointed to the unpopularity of the 
agreements amongst ratepayers. 

E. L. Gray dealt with the question 
stating that Councils signed the 
agreements in good faith, the neces¬ 
sary legislation was passed by the 
Government to make the agreements 
legal and to give the necessary pow- j 
er to thfe Councils. Such amendments, 
he said were retroactive. 

Several delegates spoke in support 
of the agreements and Mr. Brown 1 
said that it was thoroughly under-1 
stood that the agreements were leg-! 
al and binding but the problem wasI 
the municipalities’ inability to pay. j 
The road under discussion had devel- 1 
oped into a Provincial highway with J 
the bulk of the traffic, tourist and | 
through-traffic, from which the Gov- j 
emment reaped all the benefit by di¬ 
rect taxation. 

Mr. Gray pointed out that such 
was always the case in an all-weath- 
er road, and that municipalities were 
not on sound ground in asking for 
adjustment of agreements. 

Time Extension 

Other, angles discussed were re¬ 
duction in interest charges and ex¬ 
tension of agreements from five 
years to ten. 

Mr. Gray thought that the govern¬ 
ment might consider renewal of con¬ 
tracts over a ten year period and 
cancellation of accrued interest. 

Messrs. Gardner (Bow Valley), Og 
den (Dinton) and Sinclair (Marquis) 
were named a committee to draft a 
resolution asking for relief on agree¬ 
ments. 

District Association 
During the interval in which the 
committee was in session the matter 
of forming a Municipal District As¬ 
sociation was disfussed. It was unan¬ 
imously carried that such an associ¬ 
ation be formed, with preliminary 
arrangements for a first meeting left 
to the secretary. All municipalities 
not represented at the meeting will 
receive invitations. 

Resolutiaa 

The following resolution embody¬ 
ing the sentiments of the meeting 
was passed: 

“That whereas relief is absolutely 
required by municipal districts ow¬ 
ing money to Che governmetiWm ac¬ 
count of secondary highway Agree¬ 
ments entered into in good faith in 
years passed; now therefore be it re¬ 
solved that we recommend to the 
government that— . • 

1. All said agreements be re-instat¬ 
ed on a ten year basis, _ payments 
to be made on or before the 31st 
day of December and that the first 
payment become due on December 
31, 1936. 

2. - All said agreements to be free #f

who have caused suffering and unhappiness in varying de¬ 
gree, and who cannot under any circu mstances be regard¬ 
ed as godd social risks.

But a great proportion are hardened in criminality, and 
upon being released will probably turn again to warfare 
against society and human security. They are not unof¬ 
fending victims of man’s cruelty, as one might be led to 
believe, and the extravagant efforts on their behalf, might 
be expended much rfiore wisely and profitably, so far as 
society is. concerned. 

There tflfght be infinitely more done than has been done 
in directing potential criminals—particularly young peo- 


In the current issue of the Imperial Oil Review, Flight 
Lieutenant Walker, R.C.A.F., formerly of the air 

station, gives an interesting survey of the development of 
the Royal Canadian Air Force. 

The nucleus of air force in Canada was made up of men 
from the two Canadian squadrons organized in England 
just prior to the close of the Great War. The British 
Government, recognizing the value of aviation in Canada 
gave aircraft and equipment to the value of $5,000,000 
and transferred to the Canadian government the air sta¬ 
tion at Camp Borden. Early in the course of the work, the 
Air Board, organized for the development of aviation, 
recognized the value of aircraft for forest protection, 
transportation jp isolated regions and for survey work. 
Canada was .the first country to enact a complete set of 
air regulations governing air traffic. 

In 1920, the Canadian Air Force consisted of 1300 offi¬ 
cers and. 4000 airmen, all at Camp Borden. The usefulness 
of the aviation field was then- extended tp various civil de¬ 
partments, thereby fulfilling a usefulness not anticipated 
at the outset. Air stations were established in various 
provinces, and the activities of the year 1924 indicate du¬ 
ties in the three Western Provinces. These included for¬ 
est protection, aerial surveys, photographic work for wat¬ 
er power, transportation for officials of different depart¬ 
ments, fishery protection, customs patrols and operations 
with naval and military forces. 

- The demands on the air force for civil duties and for 
defense requirements almost split it in two, but it remain¬ 
ed under one organization.

The photographic surveys of the hitherto uncharted 
north, the frequent mercy flights, the charting of fog and 
ice conditions along Hudson Strtyts are a familiar story, 
but the actual work becomes more specific when it is re¬ 
corded that photographic records of 541,000 square miles 
of ^country have been taken. With the uprise of com¬ 
mercial aviation in 1928, the Air Force was also called 
upon to train civilians in flying. 

The year 1932“ saw--* drastic curtailment of estimates, 
and a consequent curtailment of service. But more time 
was then possible for attention to problems relating to the 
air defence of Canada, and it has progressed notably 
along this line.

ures in the treatment of juvenile criminals, and still bet¬ 
ter to pay more regard to under-privileged children be¬ 
fore they become, eligible for juvenile courts. If a less 
criminal citizenship is to be achieved, the pla 
with the children under ’teen age, whose 
breeds unhappiness, idleness and dishonesty. 

It is stated that Canada may introduce the Borstal sys¬ 
tem which has developed so happily in England, in the 
treatment of young offenders. Nothing can be more ap¬ 
palling than the sentencing of young people to the society 
of hardened old offenders. It is apparently possible to ex¬ 
tend and enlarge mental hospitals and prison' accommo¬ 
dation, "blit no adequate step has been taken to deal intel¬ 
ligently with the juvenile offenders whose petty offences 
in so many instances are the result of enforced idleness 
and absolute barrenness of living conditions. These young 
people are almost pushed into a life of crime, by the pres¬ 
ent unintelligent methods of treatment.

X MORE UP-TO-DATE HISTORY 


The Air Force at present is * a trained 
body, familiar with the coast lines and general topogra¬ 
phy of Canada, as is no other organization. It is a gov¬ 
ernment service /‘doing what it is permitted to do, and 
doing the best it can with the tools it has.” 


It is not conceivable that anyone would suggest that 
the school curriculum be made any heavier. But there are 
many who question the value of some subjects now being 
taught, and the distribution of time in proportion to im¬ 
portance. 

Take the subject of history for instance. It has often 
seemed that the modem scene is sacrificed to a study of 
the background of history. It is undoubtedly important 
that children be given a proper perspective of the growth 
of civilization through the various periods. But the devel¬ 
opments in Canada during the last hundred years, and the 
developments in Western Canada during the last fifty 
years are still more important to the average child. Par¬ 
ticular emphasis should be placed on recent and'current 
history with which the child’s fife is directly linked. 
Teachers are heartily in accord with the value of observ¬ 
ing the passing scene, but the time at their disposal for 
this form of history is negligible—almost stolen time. 

So close are we to the first real settlement of our coun¬ 
try, that we are in actual touch with many of our pion¬ 
eers, and it is perhaps because they are still with us, that 
we fuil to recognize the importance of their lives and" 
deeds. We fail to make use of their achievements as a 
stimulant to the spirit and independence of our youth. No 
doubt the average pupil is more familiar vjith the names 
of LaSalle and Jacques Cartier, than he is with the name 
of the late J. D. McGregor for instance. Yet there are 
dozens of our _WfiStera pioneers whose lives are compar¬ 
able in achievement with the lives of early explorers laud¬ 
ed in history. Our own pioneers were not staked by kings 
and governments. They ventured on their own resources, 
into .an unknown land, not as explorers, but as searchers 
for settlement and as builders. The history of the develop¬ 
ment of the ranch indsutry and of the wheat industry, and 
of the men who ventured and suffered, experimented and 
conquered is magnificent histo ry. Those strong person¬ 
alities within arms reach of us, are responsible for the 
roads and the railroads which we use, for the coming of 
the telegraph and telephone, for the development o£ our 
cities, and all the amenfties of our Western lives. Yet 
what do they rate on the pages of our histories? 

Or, turning to the settlement ^f Eastern Canada, do we

Regardless of whether or not peo¬ 
ple are cn accord with William Ab- 
erhart’9 plan for social betterment, 
all are agreed that his name is more 
frequently mentioned in Alberta to¬ 
day than the name of any'man at any 
stage of Alberta’s history. And it is 
noteworthy that even those who take 
strongest exception to his plan of 
Social Credit, pay tribute to his sin¬ 
cerity and power of leadership. 

Because he is fct< the man of the 
movement, with thousands upon thous 
ands of personal followers, a little 
information about his life cannot 
fail to be interesting to everyone. 
Dan Campbell of the Morning Al¬ 
bertan, presents the background 
from which this leader has 'developed 

He was born in Huron County, On¬ 
tario in 1878, receiving his education 
at Seaforth, Queen’s University and 
Hamilton Normal school, also special 
izing "in commercial teaching at 
Brantford. For ten years he taught 
commercial classes in Brantford 
(1900 to 1910) and then came to Cal¬ 
gary as principal of Alexandra pub¬ 
lic school. In 1915 he became princi¬ 
pal of the Crescent Heights High 
School, the position which he stillj 
holds,” - 

In his youth he had hoped to train 
for the Presbyterian ministry^, and 
though' this aim was not fulfilled, he 
organized a Bible class immediately 
on arrival in Calgary, first in Trinity 
church, then Grace Presbyterian and 
later in Westbourne Baptist church. 
In 1913 he organized the Bible class 
which in later years has grown to 
such dimensions as to demand a large 
and splendidly equipped institution. 
Out of the organization at West- 
bourne Baptist church grew the Cal¬ 
gary Prophetic Bible Conference. In 
1920 it was necessary to rent the 
Grand Theatre to accommodate the 
tremendous Sunday crowds which at¬ 
tended*,,^] in 1927 the present build¬ 
ing was completed. 

In these years Mr. Aberhart had 
built up an immense following, the 
sincerity of whose devotion, is best 
shown in the contributions which 
made possible the building of the 
Institute, and the faithful unreward¬ 
ed sendee. Neither Mr. Aberhart nor 
any of his workers received any re¬ 
muneration from the fund-*. In No¬ 
vember 1925, the radio provided a 
still further link between the Sun¬ 
day services and a broader public. In 
many country homes, the Sunday af¬ 
ternoon Aberhart service was the 
only Sunday school available, inter¬ 
esting scores of young people. 

So many of these wished to assist 
in the work that the Sunday school 
correspondence department was in¬ 
augurated, by which Bible instruc¬ 
tion was given without cost by cor¬ 
respondence. More than 5000 young 
pejoplo are now members, and since 
The commencement of the school j nine 
years ago, several times 5000 stud¬ 
ents have taken the studies and grad¬ 
uated from classes. 

. This then' is the foundation of Mr. 
Aberhart’s power—a leadership built 
up through unselfish, unrewarded 
religious service, for 25 years in Al¬ 
berta. Established as a leader of 
things spiritual, it wag natural that 
he should be looked to as an adviser 
on things material. His 'followers 
knew..him to be a 1?odLy man, skilled 
in learning, able of mind, clear of 
vision and sincere of purpose. 

Mr. Aberhart's interest in the Ma¬ 
jor Douglas exposition of Social 
Credit, led that prodigious worker to 
work out the principles n3 applicable 
to Alberta. When he had worked out 
his plan, he started his series of 
broadcasts and lectures, with a huge 
audience ready.-to listen and believe. 

His tremendous vitality and power 
"both physical and mental^ nis energy- 
ex (tended over the years both as 
teacher aqd Bible leader, leaves the 
average individual amazed /4nd ad¬ 
miring. __ y 

Mr. Campbell’s article concludes 
“The question in the minds of thous¬ 
ands, supporters and opponents alike; 
is not where it will end, but to what 
new future it will lead.”
